The Oberlin chemist* have declined lo an 
Bounce positive Isolation of the vitamin un­ 
til confirmation is gained bv 
rat feeding 
testa now under way by Pennsylvania State 
college. 
Chemical and Ultra violet rav tests have 
shown Dr, Holmes yellow crystalline con 
centrale to be one fourth more potent than 
the hest European concent rate*. 
Dr. Holmes said hts research wa* not 
done with the.thought of providing the gen­ 
eral public a vitamin supply. «* good con 
centrales are already on the market. Chem 
isis. he said-, find it pays to isolate the pure 
compounds to make possible furthei useful 
research and a possible synthesis of the 
compound. 
Vitamin A. the existence of which ha* 
been kttowu for almost 20 years, is believed 
to Increase the body's resistance to infec 
lions and colds by livening of the mucous 
membrane.
